TO TAX GREENBACKS, 
SENATOR M’DONALD’S BILL.

Wasuinetonr, D. C., Dec. 7.—Senator Me- 
Donald to-day introduced in the Senate a 
bill to authorize the local taxation of legal- 
tender notes. The bill was referred to the 
Finahce Committee. Mr. McDonald’sidea is 
understood to be that greenbacks should be 
subject to taxation in those States which 
assess a tax upon personal property, the same 
as gold, silver, National-bank notes, or any 
other form of currency are taxed. Hethinks 
that greenbacks should now be regarded as 
currency, and not in any sense as a part of 
the National debt; that the present circula- 
tion of greenbacks is money, inasmuch a 
compensation in itself as the payment of 3 
per cent interest on so many bonds would be, 
and that, While they were issued first as 
A FORCED LOAN, 
they are now a part of the currency, and the 
idea of National indebtedness ‘cannot be 
maintained, so far as they are concerned, be- 
cause it is evident that the Government could 
take them in and obtain the money that it 
needs at 3 per cent for that purpose. Mr. 
McDonald proceeds on the theory that the 
taxation of greenbacks by State and local 
Governments could not possibly affect their 
value, while he admits that any taxation of 
interest-bearing securities would have such 
an effect. The reason he urges the bill is be-

out of the “ picayune policy ” of dealing with 
the Indians, “ Would you,” he asked,“ with 
your family, go out and settle among the 
heathen, to remain for years, for 
$1.00 a year? That is about what 
the average Indian Agent gets. An 
honest man, possessing both experience 
in business, and a good degree of administra- 
tive capacity, is required for the position of 
Indian Agent. The Government takes such 
men as it is allowed to pay, and the Depart 
ment is cursed because the results are just 
what must be expected. This is not right. 

CONGRESS IS AT FAULT. 
A good many honest men become Indian 
Agents, but they are inexperienced, and they 
are surrounded by sharpers who betray them, 
and get them into trouble. The result is, 
they return after two or three years forever 
branded as rascals.”

STATE CHARITIES. 


What the Various Illinois Institutions 
Are Going to Ask For, 
Special Dispatch to The Chitago Tribune, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Dec. 7.—At the recent meet- 
ing of the State Board of Public Charities, the 
Commissioners were unable to fully complete 
their report to the Governor, but ugréed upon 
the estimates of the appropriations necessary to 
be made by the next General Assenibly for the 
State institutions subject to the supervision of 
the Board. The amount appropriated by the 
last General Assembly for the support of nine 
institutions (not including the Rasteru Insane 
Asylum at Kankakee), for ordinary expenses for 
two years from July 1, 1879, to July 1; 1881, was 
$1,021,500, The amount asked by these nine 
institutions for the two years from July 
1, 1881, to July 1. 1883, is 84.8000; 
but after careful figuring the Board decided to 
recommend an appropriation of $1,041,000, di- 
vided among them as follows:

This was in 
the hight of their prosperity, when Mr. Benja- 
min G. Araoki's individual wealth was popularly 
estimated at $2,700,000. Bowie & Co. were sec- 
ond only to B. G. Arnold & Co. in prominence in 
the trade. To-day’s failure leaves them at is 
head. It was generally believed that 
THE “ SYNDICATE,” 
as the combination was known to the trade, had 
been very successful. except during 1876, when 
their operations were known to have proved 
very disastrous. Last year they were supposed 
to have made a ereat deal of money, though. at 
one period, they owed as much as $576,000 on 
purchases of coffee.

New Yor, Dec. 7.—The Municipal Commit- 
tee of New York is determined to retrench ex- 
penses, even. though they may not succeed in 
accomplishing any desirable results. They have 
just held a meeting,—the first since the summer 
vacation ,—and the first action looks to the re- 
organization of the Judiciary and Law Depart- 
ments. The expenses of maintaining these two 
branches are over $1,125,000, which Commit- 
tee deem and characterize a d 1 extrav- 
agance. In their opinion this can be reduced at 


least $450,000 if the Legislature can be prevailed - 


upon to pass a bill which they have prepared 
and now have adopted. Under the present sys- 
tem the Civil and Criminal Judges of New York 
are paid from $500 to $600 a year 
MORE THAN ANY JUDGE IN THE UNITED STATES 
except Justices of the United States Supreme 
Court. Civil District Judges here, who do not 
average more then nine hours’ work a week, re- 
ceive $6,000. It is proposed to reduce all salaries 
in the Judicial and Law Departments, cut 
off all fees and other perquisits, reduce 
the number of employés about 180, and 
make a reduction in expenditures of $450,000. 
Of all the frauds in New York to-day, the most 
shameiess, barefaced, and extravagant is this 
one of the judiciary. Asa favor the Judges go 
into court at Ii o'clock in the morning, and it is 
A MUCH GREATER FAVOR 
to get them to sit after. 4 in the afternoon. Ip 
the country and in other large cities even 
Judges begin as early as 9 o'clock and sit to 5 or 
6 o’clock,—in the country, even for weeks 
at a time, until late at night. 
This city is paying $17,500, $12,000, 
and $10,900 in salaries to men who could not 
begin to earn it in their law practice. It was 
brought out at this meeting that one of the 
Judges of the Superior Court in this city, the 
Hon. Charles F. Sanford, had not, in two years, 
done one day's work on the bench, and had 
drawn a salary of $15,000 a year. He was suffer- 
ing trom a softening of the brain, but still he 
was a Judge, and received his large salary. The 
Municipal Committee think it almost hopeless 
to change the condition of affairs, yet the at- 
tempt is to be made.

ANXIETY.

LONG ISLAND CITY. 
A GOOD CITY TO KEEP AWAY FROM. 
Special Diepatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Dec. 8.—Long Island City was in- 
corporated in 1870. It has at this time a floating 
debt of about $100,000, unc a funded debt of 
$1,000,000. The city does not own a building, but 
rents such as are needed for police-stations, 
engine-houses, schools, city-hall,.and court- 
rooms. Notwithstanding the city's heavy 
debt, with the exception of the First 
Ward, streets have not been paved, 
sewered, or guttered, and are in a 
wretched condition. The improvement district 
embraces the First Ward, and the Commission 
has expended about $2,000,000, which falls due 
twenty years from now. The Commission will 
expend another $500,000 before closing its work. 
The yearly expenses of the city government are 
$173,800,—$10,000 more than it costs for the gov- 
ernment of the County of Queens, with its debt 
of $500,000 and a population of over 50,000. The 
tax deficiency of the city has increased from 
$5,000 to $200,000 in five years. 


GLASS. 
A NEW INVENTION IN GLASS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Dec. 7.—Some advances have been 
made recently in giass-staining in this city. 
which, in some respects, have placed the art upon 
an entirely new footing. The method has been 
employed in a shopin this city of mixing the 
pigments with the glass while in a melted con- 
dition.

THE TEMPERANCE CAUSE. 


Address by Miss Frances Willard. 

Last evening, at Avenue Hall, a very able 
lecture was delivered by Miss Frances Willard 
to a highly-appreciative audience. Proceedings 
were opened with singing, followed by a short 
address from Dr. Everest, of Plymouth Church, 
who then introduced the speaker of the evening 
The lecturer commenced her observations by 
pointing out that. a bond of union is now ob- 
servable between all classes that desire to see 
the principles of temperance fully developed. 
The encouragement with which temperance 
societies have been received by the “men of 
Iumois was described as having been strongly 
conducive to the development of a feeling that 
women should come forward in aid of the move- 
ment that she, the lecturer, advocated—namely: 
an attack upon dram-shops and the concomitant 
evils to which they lead. Those who are among 
the ranks of the believers in temperance were 
aliuded to as being undoubtedly those who 
would show their right to a place in the “sur- 
vival of the fittest.” There are, continued the 
lecturer, 3,300 dram-shops in Chicago. Men 
who pass the six days of the week in such places 
were affirmed to be incapable of passing the 
seventh asit should be passed. The lecturer, 
however, expressed her satisfaction with the 
conviction she entertained, that “ arm-chair 
Christianity is rapidly giving place to prac- 
tacal work in this direction, and that many re- 
clamations have been effected by the ,efforts of 
temperance societies. Referring to the power 
for good which each person who casts a vote can 
exercise, if he chooses, she implored all present 
to assist in persuading their friends and ac- 
quaintances to cast their votes for laws in op- 


position to the increase of facilities for drunk- 
enness. Ide lecturer then caused to be dis- 
tributed a pledge that each man and woman in 
the audience might sign; the gentlemen pledg- 
ing themselves to vote for temperance move- 
ments, and the ladies to assist in rsuading 
others to vote similarly.

animal that laughs, and he is thus difficult 
tb persuade and lead.“ but we temper- 
ance women say that man is the most 
easily persuaded and led of all creatures.”

A Mail Agent Burned to Death in the 
Railroad Accident Near | 
Atchison, 


And All the Mails and Express Mat- 
ter Destroyed by Flames. 


THE KANSAS DISASTER. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

DAVENPORT, Ia., Dec. 7.—From the general 
Offices of the railroad but little information 
could be learned to-day ot the accident iast 
night three miles wegt r Edgerton on the Atchi- 
son & Leavenworth Division of the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific Railroad. A representa- 
tive of Taz TRIBUNE met on the 9:30 train to- 
night from the west a victim of the wreck. His 
name is Isaac Overhoit, and he was on his way 
from Athehison to his home at Waukarusa, Ind. 
At the time of the accident there were three 
other passengers in the last car with 
Mr. Overholt, and done in the first 
coach. The first signal of danger was 
the car-wheeis bumping over the ties, and’ be- 
fore the passengers could gain their feet both 
coaches and the express-car, containing also the 
mail, went over. As speedily as.possibie the 
four passengers made their escape through the 
windows and doors. As they got out they saw 
the flames bursting through the mail-car. The 
train-men were at work trying to rescue the 
postal cierk, Henry Symms. He could be heard 
crying for help and pounding wn the 
car to designate his location. Axes 
were applied to the doors, and they 
were forced, only to let the 


flames burst out in awful fury. It was over half 


an hour before the flames could be quenched, 
and, when they were, the body of Symms was 
past recognition. His stove haa overturned 
with his car, and the fire spread rapidly. The 
conductor escaped with a sprained ankle, and 
the fireman and engineer jumped when the lo- 
comotive left the track.

The falsification of the Republican vote of 
Texas by the subtraction of 7,534 therefrom, 
which the Democratic organ so dishonestly 
does, changes the plurality of about 2,300 for 
Garfield into one of 6,518 for Hancock.

But the blunder does not affect the relative 
vote or the plurality. The press and pub- 
lic may judge which of the journals 
has best vindicated its reputation for accura- 
cy and enterprise,—the one that first printed 
the returns and then verified them within 
1,000 votes, or the one that filched its neigh- 
bor’s property and disfigured it under a pre- 
tense of correction. The absurdity of ask- 
ing the Associated Press to wait forthe slow, 
blundering Democratic organ to steal its 
political statistics from Tue Trrsune and 
mangle them in the interests of Democ- 
racy before they can be sent over the coun- 
try, will be evident, to the dullest observer, 
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THE ELECTORAL COUNT CONTEST. 

The question of adopting a joint rule gov- 
erning the count of the Electoral vote came 
up in the House of Representatives yester- 
day. The proceedings foreshadowed a pro- 
longed and bitter contest between the Re- 
publicans and the Demograts unless the lat- 
ter abandon their present position. 

In the preliminary skirmishing over the 
question the victories were evenly divided 
between the two parties. The Democrats 
desired to bring up the Morgan joint rule, 
which passed the Senate at the last session, 
as a question of privilege, and thus taking 
precedence of all other subjects. The Re- 
publicans resisted this, but the Democrats 
had the Speaker with them, and gained their 
point. Mr. Randall sought to strengthen his 
ruling by holding that the Constitution and 
any preposed construction thereof is para- 
mount to any rules of the House. Then the 
Democrats urged the previous question upon 
the passage of the proposed rule, but were 
compelled to-baek down from this summary 
proceeding. When it came to a vote, it 
was found that no quorum was present, 
the Republicans refusing to vote. After 
this the Democratic leaders endeavored 
to limit the time for debate and fix 
an hour for taking a vote, but the 
Republicans refused to agreé to the proposi- 
tion. As Mr. Conger forcibly stated the 
case, the Repubiicans proposed “to compel 
by silence their right to talk.” They would 
not vote unless they could debate. The 
Democrats found that further pressure was 
useless, and Gen. Keifer, of Ohio, secured 
the floor. 

It is evidently the program of the Repub- 
licans to resist the proposed rule by all the 
expedients at their command. They will 
talk as much and as long as they 
please, and whenever a vote shail be 
forced they will resort to  filibuster- 
ing to prevent the adoption of the rule. 
The Republican managers believe that the 
rule is designed to secure for the Democrats, 
who now control both Houses, an improper 
advantage in the work of counting the Elect- 
oral vote, Which ought to be purely adimin- 
istrative, and hence they will yield no point 
in the controversy. 

The Morgan resolution, which was under 
consideration, provides for a joint rule re- 
quiring (1) that the Vice-President shall not 
merely open all the certified lists of Electoral 
votes, but “all Papers purporting to be such 
certified lists of votes; (2) that in ease of only 
one return from any State, the coneurrence 
of both Houses is necessary to reject the cer- 
tificates; (3) that in ease of more than one 
set of returns, both Houses must concur in 
accept ither or any listeof votes; and (4) 
that this rule shall be binding until it shall 
be vacated by affirinative action. 

The ground of the Republican opposition 
to this measure was briefly outlined by Mr. 
Robeson in the preliminary debate. He de- 
nied (1) the power of Congress to make the 
proposed modification of the constitutional 
provision, and (2) the right to make it in 
the manner proposed by the Democratic 
majority. Gen, Keifer’s speech was directed 
especially at the ietter of the Constitution, 
which he construed to mean that the Vice- 
President has the exelusive right to open 
and count the Electoral yote. This position 
is certainly sustained by the early practice 
of the Government, and it will satisfy those 
Republicans who were opposed to the 
Electoral Commission four years ago; but 
there ure yndoubtedly many Republicans 
who will not agree that the Constitution con- 
tempiated the lodgment.of such vast discre- 
tion in the hands of the Vice-President 
in case of disputed or dual returns. 
For such persons the further argument 
of Gen. Keifer will have more weight—viz.: 
that the provisions of the proposed rule will 
enable either House of Congress, through the 
easy device of dual or triple sets of returns 
from one or two States, to deprive such States 
of the Electoral votes granted to them by the 
Constitution, and thus lead to the choice of a 
minority candidate, In the case of any dis- 

pute, under the Morgan rule the objection 
of either House to the various returns would 
result in disfranchisement, and thus the 
election of President would be placed 
in the hands of Congress, and not 
in that of the States. To sustain this posi- 
tion it was necessary to admit that the Re- 
publicans erred when they adopted the 
twenty-second joint rule, and this admission 
was frankly made by Mr. Robeson. 3 

There are other arguments, however. sus- 
taining the Republican opposition to the pro- 
posed rule wliich have more force than a re- 
liance upon that construction of the consti- 
tutional provision which places the whole 
matter under the control of the Vice-Presi- 
dent. The defect in the system for counting 
the Electoral vote is in the Constitution 
itself. Chancellor Kent, in his Commenta- 
ries, predicted that the indefinitness of this 
provision was the most serious menace that 
would likely confront this Government. The

inately, there eau be no dispute about 
the Electoral count this year. The time for 
the méeting of the Electoral Colle 
vided by law, has passed, and, as no contest- 
ing vote was encountered in any State, 
none can now be devised which can have the 
smallest semblance of validity. Consequently 
it is unnecessary and hence unwise to com- 
plicate the question of the count by any new 
rule, and thus set a precedent which, once 
adopted, might easily prevent any effort at 
a permanent and constitutional revision of the 
present system. There is another serious 
objection to the adoption of the Morgan reso- 
lution. It provides only for a joint rule, and 
hence does not admit of Executive approval 
or veto, and likewise excludes the interven- 
tion of the Supreme Court. Certainly no 
action haying the force of law should 
be taken upon the method of counting 
the Electoral vote unless such action be 
made subject to all the restraints of the Gov- 
ernment provided by the Constitution as a 
protection against hasty and unwise legisia- 
tion. If the Democrats are anxious to bro- 
vide a competent and lasting rule governing 
the. Eleetoral count, should devise a 
constitutional scheme to that end, and in case 
such scheme were fair and satisfactory Re- 
publican opposition thereto would be con- 
demned by the people. But the Republicans 
will have the approval of the country in re- 
sisting any temporary expedient which is not 
necessary at the present time, and which 
might result in an unfair partisan advantage 
which would almost certainly retard indefi- 
nitly the constitutional revision so important 
in this matter. . 
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THE HOPE OF A REFUNDING BILL. 

The action taken. by the Ways and Means 
Committee of yesterday seems to augur an 
early agreement upon a Refunding’ bill 
which will probably meet with the approval 
of the Administration and the people. It 
was voted unanimously in the Committee by 
both the Republicans and the Democrats who 
were present that, whenever the Wood bill 
shall come up, an amendment shall be pro- 
posed, in the name of the Committee, sub- 
stituting 3 per cent interest instead of 3 
per cent, as the bill now provides. The 
Wood bill authorizes bonds to the amount 
of $500,000,000, redeemable in twenty years 
at the pleasure of the Government, and 
payable at the end of forty years, @pd 
also $200,000,000 of Treasury certificates 
redeemable atter two years, and payable in 
ten years, with the provision that not more 
than $40,000,000 of such notes shall be taken 
up during any one fiscal year. It is known 
to be the opinion of the Administration that 
the new securities can be negotiated at the 
rate of 3 per cent, and the fact that the Ro- 
publicans on the Committee joined with the 
Democrats in agreeing upon this rate, with- 
out other essential modification of the Wood 
bill, indicates a solution of the refund- 
ing problem without party divisions. 
The only disappointment which the 
Administration will- encounter if the 
bill be passed in this shape will be in the 
failure to give the Secretary of the Treasury 
the diseretion that was asked within a cer- 
tain limit for fixing the rate of interest and 
duratign of the certificates. Perhaps it is 
wise that such discretion should not be con- 
ferred, and this not because there is any 
likelihood that the diseretionary power 
would be misused by any Secretary of the 
Treasury, but because it might enable finan- 
cial syndicates to force unfavorable terms 
and conditions upon the Government. In 
these times of gigantic combinations 
of capital it is proper to avoid every 
possible snare that may be laid for the 
Government. If the Secretary of the Treas- 


ury shall have no discretion as to the terms 


of interest or duration of securities, then it 
will not be within the power of capitalists by 
any couibination to force him into better 
terms for them than the law allows, If there 
were discretionary power ranging from 8 to 
34¢ per cent, without approval by Congress, 
it might be possible to form a clique of 
capitalists who could withhold large 
sums of money till the highest rate should 
be adopted. The probable agreement upon 
a Refunding bill which provides the lowest 
rate of interest and the most favorable terms 
at which ahy Government ever borrowed 
money will be the erowning triumph of the 
present Administration, and it is the best 
piece of news that the National Capital has 
contributed to the country. That the loan 
at these terms is practicable seems to be 
conceded on all sides. The early fruition 
of this scheme can only be prevented, as the 
case now stands, by the perversity of the 
Democrats in insisting upon the consideration 
of some unnecessary measure of doubtful 
expediency, such as the Morgan joint rule 
for counting the Electoral vote, or through 
other hindrances which will merit and re- 
ceive the condemnation of the publie, 
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THE MODERN AND FUTURE NEWSPAPER. 

The Rey. Robert Collyer preached a very 
interesting discourse last Sunday evening in 
his New York church upon the press of the 
present day, and we reproduce it elsewhere, 
as it will be of interest to his old parishion- 
ers and many of his numerous friends here. 
Mr. Collyer pays a high tribute to the mod- 
ern newspaper. To him it is “the most. re- 
markable outcome of our modern civiliza- 
tion.” Its enterprise is devouring. It is 
“the most potent power we know of among 
visible things.“ He believes that it is more 
popular and more widely readin this coun- 
try than the Bible.“ He pays the American 
press the compliment of distancing the world 
in enterprise. This is well spoken and hon- 
est praise from a clergyman who has occu- 
pied a high position, and one that has 
brought him into frequent contact with 
newspapers, both for favorable and adverse 
criticism, and yet is not overstated, for the 
intluence of an independent newspaper, con- 
ducted in an honest and high-minded man- 
ner, can hardly be overestimated. It has 
largely taken the place of magazine and 
printed volume. It reaches thousands where 
they only reach hundreds. Its brief and terse 
comments upon passing events are better 
suited to our busy people, who have not time 
to read long articles, It has even usurped in 
large degree the place of the orator and lect- 
urer, since the written words carry more 
power with them than the spoken. Mr. 
Collyer makes a wide distinetion between the 
best of our papers and those that devote 
themselves to sensation and scandal, and fore- 
sees that this great power for good or evil 
will grow better because “ the best of our jour- 
nals are all the time growing better and win- 
ning their way into larger areas of power 
and the noblest use.“ He believes also that 


| the vast majority of our great papers are 


perfectly free and perfectly honest, wanting 
neither office nor plunder, and trusting *‘ to 
the honest instincts of clean American citi- 
zens.“ He argues strenuously for liberty, 
not license, in the press, and places a paper 
conducted upon the principle of liberty 
much higher even than its editor would do. 
He says: “I believe that a great and good 
newspaper is as sacred in its own way as the 
Bible. It has something in it of the very 
present word of God to man, and the very 
present word of man to God.” And again: 
„Agood paper is as true a ministrant to the 
soul’s life as good bread is to the life of the 
body, and it has become about as indispensa- 


ble. I feel now and then as if I would like to 


read a great leader from my paper in the 
pulpit asa sort of second lesson.” This is 
high praise from the pulpit to the press, but 


as pro- 
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no higher in its respect than that which the 


press pays the pulpit in reproducing its ut- 
terances and sending them to thousands of 
readers who would never have known of 
them otherwise. 

Mr. Collyer does not speak of the newspa- 
perof the future, nor let his imagination 
deal with the hights to which it may rise. 
This has been done for him, however, by 
some London wits and satirists, who have rey

WATERING RAILROAD STOCKS. 

The stock gamblers and railroad jobbers in 
New York have within a year put on the 
stock market no less than $730,000,000 of new 
stocks and bonds with which to gamble, 
speculate, and plunder the credulous and 
unwary, and even, if possible, each other. 
These gamblers and operators have recently 
undertaken a general scheme of watering up 
the capital stocks of the several railroads in 
the Northwest. One of the roads selected 
for this purpose is the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern, and the operators who have run the 
stock of this Company very high have con- 
cluded to water the stock by a large addition 
to its amount. The capital stock and debt 
account of the Chicago & Northwestern Com- 
pany in May, 1879, was as follows:

Of this capital stock $15,000,000 is classed 
as common stock,” which. is stock repre- 
senting very little paid up, and the recent 
scheme agreed upon by these conspirators 
was to issue a stock dividend of 25 per cent, 
the new Kock to be called common.“ This 
issue of pure water would make the whole 
capital stock and the funded debt about 
equal, the theory of the railroad corporations 
being that the greater the sum of the debt 
due by the Cofipany, the greater the prop- 
erty owned by the stockholders, and the 
greater the dividends to which they are en- 
titled. 

These railroad gamblers seem to act 
towards the peopie of the West as if they 
were supreme and absolute in the manage- 
ment of their corporations, and free to do 
what they please in their dealings with the 
public. They ignore the solemn warning 
given them by Judge Biack a few days ago, 
that the corporations have no proprietary in- 
terest in the railroad property; y are 
mere agents of the public, execufing a trust 
for the public, and as subject to dismissal by

the public from that trust as is the Collector 


of Customs from his office. 

It is understood that the less rash, but not 
less avaricious, of the railroad gamblers re- 
sisted this immediate issue of more watered 
stock, on the ground that it had better be 
postponed until after the Legislatures of 
Illinois, Wisconsin, and lowa had held 
their sessions and adjourned, as such 
a proceeding as ‘watering the Compa- 
ny’s stock might provoke some leg- 
islative action. The object of the water- 
ing, of course, is to force the public to pay 
them dividends upon it. The Constitution 
of the State of Illinois has provisions on 
this subject which the Legislature cannot 
disregard, and which probably with several 
others have been overlooked by someof these

These provisions of the Constitution of this 
State have been embodied in the laws of the 
State, as similar provisions have been em- 
bodied in the legislation of many of the States 
of the Northwest. Ali this legislation has 
been affirmed to be constitutional and just by 
the Supreme Court of the United States, In 
the absence of any Natiqnal legislation, the 
power of each State, within its own limits, is 
ample and complete, the railroad corporation 
being a creature of the law, subject to the 
law, and operating public highways under 
the control of the State, which, if need be, 
may be taken from them by the supreme 
power of the State. s 

The corporations have conspired and com- 
bined by the most mischfevous rules and by 
the most extortionate rates to oppress and 
plunder the public, in whose interest they 
are alone entitled to operate any of their 
franchises. Their earnings, thus extorted 
from the necessities of the public, are so 
great that their already diluted and largely 
fictitious stock is oppressed by dividends far 
greater in proportion to the money invested 
than is just, reasonable, or defensiple, They 
seek now by watering their stock, by increas- 
ing fictitiously their so-called capital stock 25 
per cent, to invent a dishonest plea for divid- 
ing greater profits than they can justly claim. 

The Legislatures of the Northwest now 
know their rights and authority better than 
they did when they enacted the Granger leg- 
islation of some years ago. Their right to 
control these corporations is now established 
as the constitutional law of the land. Fore- 
warned is to be forearmed, and never was 
there a time in the history of the country 
when the States can so wisely and effectually 
interpose their authority as now. If Con- 
gress will not protect the people, let the peo- 
ple of each State exercise their own un- 
questioned authority, and protect themselves.

PARNELL’S ON. 5 

The treatment of Mr. Parnell in the En- 
glish Courts is one of the most disgraceful 
events that have ever happened in the history 
of jurisprudence in any country. The re- 
fusal to postpone his trial, when good and 
sufficient reason had been offered for such, 
was of itself a cruel and unjust hardship, 
but it was kind as compared with the manner 
in which Chief-Justice (?) May delivered the 
decision. Instead of stating legal grounds 
why the trial could not be postponed, he de- 
scended to personal abuse of the grossest de- 
scription. In his decision he said: There 
is a higher far and transcendent duty in this 
Court to take care that this trial be brought 
to an issue at the earliest moment to let it be 
decided onee for all whether it is innocent or 
criminal to incite the tenants of this country 
to violate their contracts and to impede 
processes of law, in the manner in 
which we see that the law has been 
impeded, in which it probably will continue 
to be violated.“ What would be thought of 
a Judge of this country who, in response to 
a request from a defendant for a postpone- 
ment of his trial, should deliberately pro- 
nounce him guilty before even a jury were 
impaneled or a wordof evidence delivered ? 
And yet this is just what this Chief-Justice 
has done! Itis pleasant to note, however, 
that this choleric and extrajudicial Judge 
has been rebuked not only by Liberal but by 
Tory papers, and that his infamous and bru- 
tal attack upon Mr. Parnell finds no sympa- 
thy among the English people. What is the 
offense which has subjected him to this per- 
sonal assault?. Simply that he has spoken in 
public meetings in behalf of thou- 
sands of people who are robbed and 
persecuted and ground down into the 
dust worse than ever the Turks maltreated 
their victims; of a people who are more op- 
pressed than any other people in Europe; of 
a people who could not even exist were it 
not for help from this country. No acts are 
charged in the indictment against him,— 
only words spoken in public. In this coun- 
try he would not even have been indicted, 
except when his remarks were libelous, and 
what he has said would be considered tame 
as compared even with what is said and 
written in one of our political campaigns, 
and in a country where there is perfect free- 
dom of speech, If to indict a man for such 
offenses would be considered an outrage 
here, what would be thought of a Judge 
who should descend to personal abuse and 
who should declare a man guilty before he 
was tried? It is safe to say that such a 
jurist would never deliver another decision, 
And yet this is English justice!

FOOD-ADULTERATION—THE LAW. 

It seems that for a year and a half the 
manufacturers of “butterine,’’ and suine, 
and anti-huff cheese have been unconscious- 
ly violating a State statute. We say un- 
consciously,” because we have no desire to 
impute guilt where there is a fair pre- 
sumption of innocence. But hereafter there 


will be no excuse for putting the adulterated | 


stuff on the market on the ground of ignor- 
ance of the law. Certain manufacturers of 
„ suine,” for instance, claim, in self-defense, 
that they make no secret of the fact that the 
article is not butter, buta composition con- 
sisting of about two parts lard to one part 
butter, having the appearance of pure butter. 
They admit, however, that they have been 
in the habit of selling it to the city 
and State trade without brand. Of 
course they were morally certain that 
that compound would be branded “but- 
ter,” and sold as pure butter. But they said: 
„We are not the conscience-keepers. of job- 
bers and retailers; they know what they buy, 
and if they choose to cheat the consumer it 
is none of our business.“ On the other hand 
the jobbers and retailers defend themselves 
in this way: Adulteration is legitimate, be- 
cause it cheapens food; ‘suine’ made from 
pure leaf-lard and a modicum of genuine 
butter is better than old, strong, sour but- 
ter.“ They “know what they are talking 
about.” They “defy the consumer to detect 
the adulteration.“ They take the aggressive, 
and denounce the person who objects to 
being cheated when he doesn't know 
and can’t prove that he is cheated. 
They say all groceries are adulterated, 
and are indignant that so much noise should 
be made about the adulteration of butter and 
cheese. They exhibit a dozen samples of 
sugar and challenge the objector to food- 
adulteration to make a selection of the best 
in the lot. When he has made choice of the 
worst, that containing the largest proportion 
of foreign substance, they assume an air of 
triumph, and consider their case as fully 
established in favor of the righteousness of 
food-adulteration. But the law already on 
the statute-book of Illinois meets and dis- 
poses of all these arguments. The law does 
not prohibit the manufacture of suine“ 
or anti-huff cheese any more than it 
prohibits the making of wooden nut- 
megs or basswood hams. But it re- 
quires the manufacturer to brand his 
“suine ” or “ anti-huff * cheese or be wood- 
en nutmegs,” so that the consumer 
may know just what hebuys. If the con- 
sumer prefers lard to butter he can have it. 
The law says simply he shall not be cheated, 
even if he can’t tell the difference between 


:

1“suine” and genuine butter. Nor does the 

law stop with the manufacturer. It requires 
the vendor of adulterated butter and cheese 
to tell the purchaser that he is offering him a 
spurious article. He may ply him with all 
sorts of arguments to show that “suine” 
is better than real butter, and that anti- 
huff cheese which will eat through 
a white-oak stave an inch thick is better 
than the genuine product of the creamery. 
But he must not lie to the purchaser,-—not if 
“he respects of fears the law. For the law 
provides ‘a penalty for the crime of the 
manufacturer and the dealer who cheat their 
products into the larders and on to the tables 
of consumers who may not happen to know 
enough to know a nasty compound from a 
genuine, sweet article. For the violation of 
this law the manufacturer and the dealer 
may be fined $300 and sent to jail ninety 
days. The respectable members of the butter 
and cheese trade of this city have resolved 
to see that the law is faithfully 
executed. They propose to rescue the trade 
from the shame and disgrace which has 
falien upon it through the avarice and greed 
of unscrupulous men. And to this move- 
ment the people will say Amen. The subject 
of food-adulteration nearly touches all per- 
scns who eat that they may live; and there are 
not many disciples of Dr. Tanner in the 
community. The average American stands 
abuse very meekly. He may groan in spirit 
when he finds that his coat is only a fair 
article of shoddy; he grumbles at his tax 
bill swollen to meet the demands of 
swindling. contractors; he curses railroad 
corporations when freight rates are 
advanced 40 per cent for no better reason 
than that the river is frozen over and the 
Straits closed. But he swears like a trooper 
at the thought of eating dead-animal grease 
trom a loathsome rendering establishment 
in the form of butter!

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were very quiet, and fluctuations were 
without much interest till toward the close, 
when a sharp advance was made. Money was 
easter in New York, and large supplies were re- 
ported to have come from New England points 
to help the New York borrowers. One rumor 
had it that $30,000,000: had been received from 
New England. Foreign exchange rates indicate 
heavy gold imports in the near future, and large 
supplies are said to be on the way. Advices were 
received from New York encouraging purchases 
of stocks, and promising easier money. West- 
ern demands for currency have siackened, 
but are expected to become heavy again, 
as largo amounts of grain and a great mary 
hoes are still to be. brought to market. In 
Chicago, the monetary situation is drifting to- 
ward ease, but loans are still 6 per cent on call.

The report of the banks on Saturday caused 
general surprise. Few had expected much im- 
provement, but scaréely any one had looked for 
so great a loss in reserve. The decrease of 
$5,654,300 in specie was the most surprising feat- 
ure, though it was known that about $2,000,000 
in gold, in excess of all receipts, had gone out of 
the city from the common deposit of the banks, 
d that $1,687.348 had gone into the Treasury. 
The reported loss, about $2,000,000 greater, can- 
not with reason be explained on the familiar 
theory of bogey erages,” for the payments 
from the Assay ce during the week were 
unusually small. and the outgo to the inte- 
rior was continuous and large, while the Treas- 
ury returned only $150,000 more money to the 
banks than it took from them after Dec. l. The 
truth is that there has been and is a strong dis- 
ition in the street th underrate the demand 
rmoney from the chief commercial cities of 
the West and South. Suflicient evidence of 
this remarkable misapprehension is found in 
the fact, stated in Chicago journals, that ap- 
plications for large amounts of money were 
made to the Chicago banks from New York 
borrowers, and refused. The Ohicago banks, 
which last year at this time were able to loan 
Wall street $3,000,000, cannot now spare a dol- 
lar.“ No wonder applications from here were 
refused, when, as press dispatches show, 
money is lending at Chicago at 7 to 
8 per cenit, and even at that 
rate the supply is inadequate. How it can be ex- 
ted that money can leave an 8 percent mar- 
ket, to migrate at some cost to a 6 per cent mar- 
ket, the would-be borrowers of this city perhaps 
can explain. At St. Louis the demand from 
generai mercantile aud manufacturing sources 
was quite active,” says the itcpudblican, * ana 
some of the largest banks reported that they 


had been compelled to turn away applications 


because of the simple lack of money, and not be- 
cause of any objection to the paper. Rates 
are steady at 8 per cent on pme. and 
7 per cent on call.“ This, again, does 
not appear to be a market from which 
New ork can expect to draw money. 
At New Orleans and Savannah, too, the rate of 
exchange shows that money is in greater de- 
mand than itishere.

Wa in 
gold has gone out of this market in five weeks, 
the outgo having been largest in the latest week. 
Partial explanation is found in the fact that the 
receipts of wheat at Chicago, Milwaukee, St. 
Louis, and Toledo for the week ending Saturday, 
the 4th, were about 2,100,000 bushels, against 
1.481.268 during the previous week, and the 
receipts of all grain were about" 5,200,000 
bushels, against 3,775,540 for the previous 
week. Again, the receipts of cotton at the 
cotton ports during the week ending Friday 
were in excess of the large receipts of the cor- 
responding week last year. To pay producers 
for the cotton moved last week alone would 
have required about $12,800,000. Many similar 
comparisons might be made, but the most sig- 
nificant indication of the volume of business 
throughout the country is found iu the clearings 
of twenty-one cities outside New York, which 
are about 18 per cent in excess of those of 1879 
at the corresponding date, while those of 1879, 
the great boom being in progress, were 37 
per cent in excess of those of 178. This fact 
certainly explains a great increase in the de- 
mand for money. and hoarding by the well-paid 
laborers of the West and South must account 
for the rest. 

There would be no lack of money here if it 
were not for the towering speculation which 
employs a vast sum at high rates. Last week 
sales of stocks amounted to $202,500,000 in mar- 
ket value, and the week before to $185,000,000. 
The exchanges last week were again the largest 
ever known, amounting to $1,155,004,683. In 
grain, too, there has been an advance., since 
early in November, of 6 cents a bushel for 
wheat, 4 cents for corn, and 5‘ cents for oats, 
and the sales last week were 10,054,000 bushels 
wheat, and 13,899,000 bushels all grain. The 
sales of cotton, also, amounted to 1,118,900 bales, 
worth $65,800,000. In all these and other specu- 
lative operations enormous sums are employed, 
and the plain truth is that they have absorbed 
more money than New York has to spare.

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CrIcaGco, Dec. 7.—Our exports for the last 
week were quite smallof wheat and flour re- 
duced to wheat, especially to the Continent of 
Europe: 


To France only 

To Holland and Belgium 

To Spain and Portugal 
To Germany, Denmark. Russia, Sweden, 

Norway, or Italy 

On Nov. II there was afivat, destined to Conti- 
nental. Europe, 7,231,976 bu, and on Dec. 2 3.20. 
000, showing a diminution of 3.711.976 bu during 
these three weeks. And the stocks in the 
French, German, or Dutch cities show no in- 
crease whatever, some of the French cities re- 
porting on Noy. 20 nil—nothing. 

The stock of wheat in Marseilles Nov. 12 was 
66,162 qrs, and the imports for the week suc- 
ceeding were 99,273 qrs, but the stock was only 
65,723 qre at the end ot that time. This indicates 
the fact that the reserves in the South of France, 
Northern Italy, and Switzerland (which are sup- 
plied by Marseilles) are very smali, and that that 
city must continue to import. The stock there 
Nov. 1, 1879, was 4,000,000, and the imports for the 
year 1879 were 28, 600. 000 bu. The stocks in the 
Black Sea, the Sea of Azov, and other points in 
Eustern Europe are almost exhausted, as are 
aiso the supplies of Egypt and North "Africa. 

And what littie wheat is now being shipped from 
the East Indies by sail and canal is consigned 
principaily to Malta for orders, because 
prices in the Mediterranean are higher than in 
Great Britain. Also note that values at Paris, 
Nov. 20, were 3 shillings pec quarter higher than 
at London; at Hamburg prices ranged from 47s 
9d to Ds 6d per quarter; and at Berlin rye was 
selling at s per 460 Ds. At Paris, for the week 
ending Nov. 16, supplies of wheat from Freneh 
farmers continued small; and yesterday’s cabies 
report the French markets the turn dearer, We 
should not forget that the reserves in most 
European countries are extremely small, and 
their wants for the coming seven months will be 
equally as large as last year for imported 
wheat; also, that though late French re- 
ports ‘give a lar * of Tan than last year, 
yet the 8 this years crop 
is very poor, vie tine ‘pat from 3 to 38 ibs 
flour per bushel, against an average yield of 45 
te 48 ibs.
